». An officer in Capt. Lucas’ unit, who 
“was with him on Grenada, told the 
father the local pilot was killed when 
‘his. Blackhawk UH-60 helicopter was 
struck by anti-aircraft shells and small 
‘arms fire while attempting to land bet- 
‘ween 10 and 15 Rangers near Point 
‘Salines, on the southern tip of the 21- 
‘mile-long island. 
Many of the Rangers in the aircraft 
«which Capt. Lucas was co-piloting were 
‘wounded, but none was killed, the 
father was told. It is not known if any of 
the other five "copter crewmembers 
‘were hurt. 
- Capt. Lucas was seated in the’pilot’s 
Seat at the ‘time’ the helicopter crash- 
landed near the air strip. “He took the 
full: force of a shell and didn’t know 
anything,” his Commander told Mr. 
Lucas, 
‘Official: information given the of- 
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ficer’s wife, the former Paula Werths of 
Granite City, only lists her husband as 
missing. Mrs. Lucas, who is expecting 
the couple’s second child in January, is 
awaiting further word at their home at 
Fort Campbell, Ky., along with their 
young daughter, Anne Marie, 2 

On Sunday, the Pentagon reported 
the U.S. death toll from the Grenada in- 
vasion still stood at 16. A total of nine 
servicemen was added to the list of U.S. 
wounded, raising it to 77. Three other 
men are missing, the Pentagon said. 
The names of the missing were not 
released. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lucas went to Fort 
Campbell Thursday upon learning their 
son was reported missing. 

They returned to Granite City learly 
Sunday after the father, ‘‘¢alled 
everyone in the country we knew or 
eould think of," in an effort ta gain 
some news of his son. He then. talked 
Saturday with the commander of Capt 
Lucas’ unit and others who had return- 
ed to Fort Campbell from Grenada. 

“T was told they have evacuated ill 
casualties from the unit and had 
recovered all aircraft Wednesday, but 
one — this one (Capt. Lucas'),"” the 
father said 

“Keith’s body is supposed to be at 
Dover (Air Force 
but we can’t get po: 
the father stressed. The lack of con- 
crete information and details which the 


father contends, ‘‘they are not telling 
and which is taken out of context to the 
situation,’ is causing great concern 
and anguish for the Lucas family 

“What I have heard is far different 
than what has been heard in the official 
reports,"” Lucas said. ‘Keith went in 
with the first wave of the assault force, 
trying to land the airborne troops on the 
airstrip at Point Salines, and the initial 
attack ran into heavy flak and small 
arms fire. A colonel told me the fire 
they (troops) met was heavier than he 
had encountered in Vietnam,”” Lucas 
reported. 

“They were trying to set down and 
the aircraft received extremely heavy 
anti-aircraft fire, mixed with small 
arms fire. 

“I believe reports of the number of 
casualties are completely out of context 
with the information I’ve received from 
sources who have returned to Fort 
Campbell,” he said. 

Lucas was critical of reports that the 
Cubans‘knew of.tihe attack in advance 
from an ‘unofficial leak” by one of the 
allies. ‘They (Cuban soldiers) were 
waiting for them over there and it was 
like sending them into a meat grinder.”” 

Capt Lucas was with the 158th Avia- 
tion Battalion, 160th Task Force, 
Special Operations, which is part of the 
101st Airborne Division. 

The officer also is the son of Mrs. 
Shirley McAllister of Baton Rouge, La., 
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formerly of Granite City 

He graduated in 1975 from Granite Ci- 
ty High School North, where he played 
football and was named “all Metro 
guard.’ 

Capt. Lucas graduated in 1979 from 
Washington University, St. Louis, after 
spending his junior year as an ex- 
change student at the University of 
Tubingen in Germany. ‘He was fluent 
in German," his father said. 

At Washington University, he was a 
member of Phi Delta Theta fraternity 
and ROTC. He was commissioned a 
lieutenant upon enlisting in the Army in 
July 1979. 

Capt. Lucas graduated from the 
helicopter pilot training school at Fort 
Rucker, Ala., and he was assigned to 
the 101st Airborne. 

He and his wife, Paula, were married 
in April 1980 at Sacred Heart Catholic 
Church 

Besides his wife, daughter and 
parents, the officer leaves two 
brothers, Stanley Mark Lucas of Baton 
Rouge, La., and Brian Thomas Lucas, 
an EMT with Campbell's Ambulance 
Service; and his grandmother, Mrs. 
Mary Lucas of Madison. 

“Iam so proud of Keith,” his father 
said Sunday. Although the Army has 
not indicated when Capt. Lucas’ body 
will be released to the family, Lucas 
said a military funeral at Sacred Heart 
Church will be scheduled.

They hope to be in the forefront 
of local study and effort leading to im- 
proved procedures and results.

All Quad-City area 
bchools, including Granite 
City, Madison and Venice 
public and parochial schools 
will observe uniform 
guidelines for free and 
reduced price meals for 
thildren unable to pay the 
full price of meals served 
under the National School 
Lunch and Schoo! Breakfast 
Programs. 

Local school officials have 
adopted the following family 
size and income criteria for 
determining eligibility for 
free meals or free milk: 
| One person-$6,318; family 

if two-$8,502; three-$10,686; 
four-$12,870; five-$15,054; 
six-$17,238; seven-$19,422, 
and eight-$21,606. For each 
additional family member, 
$2,184 may be added. 

Maximum family incomes 
to quality for reduced price 
meals is: 

One person-$8,991; family 
of two-$12,099; three-$15,207; 

five-$21,423; 
six-$24,531; seven-$27,639, 
and eight-$30,747. For each 
additional family member, 


ing sent to all homes in let- 
ters to parents. To apply for 
free or reduced price meals, 
households should fill out the’ 
application and return it to 
the school. Additional copies 
are available at the prin- 
cipal’s office in each school. 

Applications may be submit- 
ted at any time during the 
year. 

Application forms contain 
statements that all qualifica- 
tions have been met, school 
officials may verify the in- 
formation and deliberate 
misrepresentation may sub- 
ject the applicant to prosecu- 
tion. 

If a family member 
becomes unemployed or 
family size changes, a fami- 
ly may contaet the school 

- district for a new applica- 
tion. Persons receiving some 
aid must notify the school 
when the household income 
increases by more than $50 
per month or when 
household size decreases. 

Families with foster 
children also may qualify, in 
certain cases.

“Risk” was issued April 26, and the 
intense public response in the ensuing 
six'months has prompted U.S. Educa- 
tion Secretary Terrel Bell to Hail it as a 
“turning point”’ in an era when U.S. 
schools face ‘‘the challenge of the post- 
industrial age.” 

The commission believes America is 
at risk because competitors throughout

the world are “overtaking our once un- 
challenged lead in commerce, industry, 
science and technological innovation, 

“The problem has many causes and 
dimensions. Education is only one of 
them. But education is the primary fac- 
tor undergirding our prosperity, securi- 
ty and civility,” Dumont told the CAC in 
summarizing the commission's fin- 
dings. 

Along with beefed-up English, 
mathematics, science, social studies, 
computer science, foreign languages, 
fine arts, performing arts and voca- 
tional education, the commission wants 
upgraded textbooks, enhanced teacher 
preparation and pay, and a longer 
school year and school day. 

Noting that 23 million Americans and 
a seventh. of U.S. teenagers are func- 
tionally illiterate, the group urged that 
high schools and colleges adopt ‘more 
rigorous and measurable standards 
higher expectations both | for 
academic performance and for student 
conduct.”* 

James B. Conant’s famous 1959 
study, ‘The American High School To- 
day,’’ so well defined schools’ mission 
that it remains the shining target of 
educators’ hopes and plans a quarter- 
century later. 

The former Harvard president felt 
that, regardless of economic status, sex 
or geographic location, every 


American youth ‘‘should experience a * 


broad and balanced education which 
will: 

“\_Equip him to enter an occupation 
suited to his abilities, and offering 
reasonable opportunity for personal 
growth and social usefulness. 

“Prepare him to assume the full 
responsibilities of American citizen- 
ship; give him a fair chance to exercise 
his right to the pursuit of happiness. 

“Stimulate intellectual curiosity, 
engender satisfaction in intellectual 
achievement and cultivate the ability to 
think rationally. 

“—And help him to develop an ap- 
preciation of the ethical values which 
should undergird all life in a 
democratic society. It is the duty of a 
democratic society to provide op- 
portunities for such education through 
its schools.” 


A testimonial 
Thursday evening, Nov. 6, 


Dr. Conant favored subject groupings 
but no “tracks toward vocational or col- 
lege preparation.”’ 

An advocate of at least 15 hours of 
homework each week, he felt composi- 
tion should comprise half the time 
devoted to English. He recommended 
tuition-free summer school for the 
academically talented and for those in 
need of educational assistance 

The Carnegie Foundation report, 
“Secondary Education in America,” 
sought to blaze a trail toward ex- 
cellence. 

It stressed that ‘ta high school, to be 
effective, must have a clear and vital 
mission. Every high school should 
establish clearly stated goals—pur- 
poses that are widely shared by 
teachers, students, administrators and 
parents. 

“School goals should focus on the 
mastery of language, on a core of com- 
mon learning, on preparation for work 
and further education, and on com- 
munity and civic service. 

“A new student achievement and ad- 
visement test should be 
developed—linked to the core cur- 
riculum and to what the student has 
studied. 

“Teachers should use a variety of 
teaching styles to transmit informa- 
tion. Students should be encouraged to 
actively participate. 

“The tlass schedule should be flexi 
ble enough to permit large blocks of in 
structional time for certain classes, 
Principals and staff should have more 
control over their budgets, and prin- 
cipals should have more @ontrol in the 
selection and rewarding of teachers."" 

In conclusion, the Carnegie Founda- 
tion asserted, ‘Citizens, local school 
boards, state agencies and legislatures, 
and the federal government must work 
together to help bring excellence to the 
public schools."* 

The Granite City Citizens Advisory 
Committee regards excellence as an 
appropriate objective and views fur- 
ther progress as a ‘‘must,"’ aided by the 
cooperation of the public, the school 
systenrand lawmakers. 

It plans to explore “coping with cur- 
rent issues in education’’ at each of its 
remaining monthly meetings in 1983-84.

Substance abuse 
represents a special problem 
for our young people. Ac- 
cording to the U.S. Surgeon 
General, the death rate 
among 16 to 24-year-olds in- 
creased by 11 percent bet- 
ween 1960 and 1978, despite a 
drop in the overall death 
rate. The Surgeon General 
attributed the increase 
primarily to drugs, alcohol 
and mental health problems. 
In fact, alcohol is the 
number one killer of people 
in the 16 to 24 year age 
group. 

On Nov, 2 and 9, an in- 
formative documentary 
about the hazards of 
substance abuse, the 
“Chemical People,”’ will be 
aired by Public Television 
Broadcasting stations across 


the country. In conjunction 
with the broadcasts, many 
communities throughout our 
state will be forming special 
task forces to devise 
strategies for fighting 
substance abuse at the com- 
munity level. 

The ‘Chemical People” 
was broadcast over WQED 
in Pittsburgh last year with 
the following results: 12,313 
people attended town 
meetings, requests for drug 
and alcohol treatment in- 
creased dramatically and 
permanent substance abuse 
task forces were established 
in 112 communities. 

The project worked in 
Pitsburgh because the com- 
munity cared and supported 
it with enthusiasm. It can 
work in Illinois, too, if 
enough people who care are 
willing to demonstrate their 
concern through positive ac- 
tion

Frequehtly a husband will wonder whether he is 
responsible for expenses incurred by his wife when he 
did not participate in the expenditure. In some situa- 
tions, the parties may be contemptating a dissolution of 
marriage, and one spouse may be incurring substan- 

* tial charges on various accounts without the knowledge 
of the other spouse. 

It has always been the recommendation of this office 
that parties contemplating a dissolution of marriage 
immediately write to creditors and cancel charge ac- 
counts which were opened jointly. The purpose of this 
article, however, is to discuss what happend when the 
parties fail to cance] charge accounts and one spouse 
runs up expenses without the knowledge or consent of 
the other. 

Illinois has a Family Expense act which provides 
that the expenses of a family and of the education of the 
children can be chargeable to both the husband and the 
wife, even though only one spouse incurred the ex- 
pense. Therefore, under this act both the husband and 
wife are jointly liable for the expense of the family 

What constitutes a ‘‘family expense”’ has been defin 
ed by the Illinois courts in various cases.. The court 
usually looks to whether the expenditure was incurred 
for the family and whether the expense was for an arti- 
cle which was actually used by the family 


In one Illinois case, a creditor sued both the husband 
and wife for the cost of a ring purchased by the wife in- 
dividually. The Illinois Supreme Court found that the 
ring was an article worn merely for adornment and 
therefore did not constitute an item of family expense 
In this case, the court found that the creditor could pur-

sue only the wife individually and not the husband for 
the cost of the ring. In another case, however, the hus- 
band was found to be liable for his wife's purchase of a 
fur coat. This too would seem to be an article worn for 
mere adornment similar to the ring in the prior case, 
but here the court decided differently. It appears that 
whether. or not an item which is purchased constitutes 
an expense of a family will be decided the Illinois 
Courts on a case-by-case basis. 


It should be noted that if one spouse puts a notice in a 
local newspaper indicating that he or she will no longer 
be responsible for the debts of the other spouse, this 
will not suffice. If the husband and wife have charge 
accounts in both names or if the purchase is a family 
expense, the husband will continue to be obligated for 
purchases by the wife, even if he has such a notice 
published. The courts are unwilling to impose a duty on 
creditors to read notices which are published in local 
newspapers. .

authorities estimate of the 
project. 

The city was to receive 75 
percent funding of the 
FEMA estimate, but also 
would have sought 75 fun- 
ding of the additional bid 
costs.

City Engineer Monroe 
Brewer said although nine 
companies had originally 
picked up the plans to submit 
bids for the eight breaks, on- 
ly: two firms sent in prices. 
S.M. Wilson’s bid $840,690 
compared to the low bid of 
$419,807. 

“We are going to talk to 
every contractor we can 
think of,” Schuler said. The 
city engineer said the pro- 
spect of dewatering sewer 
line holes and the problems” 
associated with working on 
private property — required 
to repair some breaks — has 
likely deterred other bid- 
ders.

Police dispute

An agreement has been 
reached between Southern 
Illinois “University at Ed- 
wardsville and the 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs, and 
Helpers Local Union 525 
representing the union 
membership of the Universi- 
ty Police Department.

Additionally, there is a 
provision in the contract for 
the promotion of officers of 
17 or more years of service 
to senior patrol officers. the 
personnel services director 
said. Those who qualify will 
receive a two percent in- 
crease in the base pay rate in 
recognition of such promo- 
tion 

Beard added that the con- 
tract language also was 
modified concerning the 
scheduling of vacation and 
required training.

Zoning injunction denied 


Madison County Associate 
Judge Lola P. Maddox has 
dismissed an injunction re- 
quest intended to force 
Granite City to issue a 
business license for an auto 
body repair shop at 2701 Pon- 
toon Road. 

The injunction was filed on 
behalf of Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert W. Kibort, who are 
purchasing the Pontoon pro- 
perty to operate both a floral 
shop and auto body shop. 

‘The Kieberts have 21 days 
to file another petition to pro- 
test the city’s action not to 
issue the license. 

‘The business license had, 
at first, not been given to the 
couple, pending a decision 
by aldermen on the proper 
zoning classification for auto 
body repair shops, which 


had not been covered by the 
city’s Zoning Ordinance. 

Last week, the council 
voted to require M-1 (light 
industrial zoning) for auto 
body shop locations. The 
Kiborts’ property is located 
in a C5 (highway com- 
merical) zone. 

Seventh Ward Aldermen 
Michael Modrusic and Paul 
Ray Bowler, who had fought 
against the auto body shop 
moving into their ward, were 
both summoned to appear at 
the Tuesday hearing. Also 
representing the city were 
City Clerk Robert W. 
Stevens, City Building In- 
spector Michael DeRuntz 
and City Attorney John 
Papa. 

According to the injunc- 
tion filed by Attorney Leon 


G. Scroggins, the city has 
licensed similar businesses 
to operate in areas more 
restricted than the Kiborts’ 
C-5 property. The injunction 
terms the M-1 zoning deci- 
sion by the council, ‘‘An at- 
tempt by the city...to zone 
the property of the plaintiffs 
after-the-fact.”” 

The petition claimed the 
Kiborts’ would “‘suffer ir- 
reparable and immediate 
damage” as a result of the 
denied business license.

Both 
sites host thousands of 
migrating waterfowl each 
winter, and both experienc- 
ed waterfowl die-offs in the 
recent past which were link- 
ed to lead shot poisoning. 

“In the past, with approval 
from the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service, Illinois has 
designated certain areas as 
steel shot only hunting 
zones,” Thornburg explain- 
ed. “This was resented by 
many hunters who prefer 
lead shot, and created con- 
troversy. . 

“This new voluntary ap- 
proach is an experiment,” 
he said. ‘‘We want to see if 
we can’t achieve our main 
objective of limiting or 
eradicating lead poisoning 
without alienating hunters 
by mandating steel shot," 
Thornburg added. 

“I believe the vast majori 
ty of hunters will participate

“We have to communicate 
to the Illinois hunter that by 
using steel shot he is helping 
potect a natural resource in 
which he has a vested in- 
terest,’’ Thornburg said. 
‘We decided that the 
volunteer concept was worth 
trying when a recent DOC 
survey revealed that 52 per- 
cent of hunters would par- 
ticipate, and another 20 per 
cent were undecided 

“An unprecedented 22 per- 
cent of the mallards 
harvested on this area in 
1982 contained ingested shot, 
and a die-off of approximate- 
ly 400 to 500 ducks occurred 
in February’ 1981," Thorn- 
burg said. ‘‘Because 
Horseshoe Lake is relatively 
small, and hunting there 
regulated with a check sta- 
tion, the pilot volunteer pro- 
ject should be fairly easy to 
implement 


Thornburg explained that 
DOC will post both areas 
with numerous notices 
reminding hunters about the 
volunteer program. He also 
said that efforts are being 
made to encourage sporting 
goods stores to stock more 
steel shot, and reduce the 
price as much as possible. 


.Waterfowl biologists will 
judge the effectiveness of the 
volunteer program in 
several different ways, ac- 
cording to Thornburg. Giz- 
zards from birds shot on the 
two areas will be examined 
for ingested shot, and blood 
samples will be collected 
from captured birds to 
detect signs of poisoning.

ORDINANCE No. 1035 
AN ORDINANCE 
REGULATING 
COMPULSARY 
SCHOOL ATTENDANCE 
AND TRUANCY 

WHEREAS, the City Coun- 
cil of the City of Madison, Il- 
linois, and the Mayor of the 
City of Madison, Illinois, do 
hereby deem it necessary for 
the protection of the public 
health, safety, morals and 
welfare of the citizens of the 
City of Madison, Illinois, that 
compulsory school atten- 
dance and truancy be 
fegulated within the cor- 
porate limits of the City of 
Madison, Illinois, and 

WHEREAS, such regula- 
tions shall not limit or 
reduce the authority granted 
to enforce the compulsory 
attendance of pupils in 
schools granted by Chapter 
1.22, Article 26, the Illinois 
School Code, Illinois Revised 
Statutes 1981, as amended, 
but shall be in addition to 
said school code regulations; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE 
IT ORDAINED BY THE CI- 
TY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF MADISON, ILLINOIS, 
as follows: 

SECTION 1: Definition. As 
used in this Ordinance, 
unless the context otherwise 
requires: 

a.“‘Truant”’ is defined as a 
child subject to compulsory 
school attendance and who is 
absent without valid cause 
from such attendance for a 
school day or portion 
thereof; 

b. ‘Valid ‘cause’ for 
absence shall! be illness, 
death in the immediate fami- 
ly, family emergency, and 
shall include such other 
situations beyond the control 
of the student as determined 
by the board of education in 
each district, gr such other 
circumstances which cause 
reasonable concern to the 
parent for the safety or 
health of the student; 

c. Person” means any in- 
dividual, partnership, 
copartnership, firm, com- 
pany, corporation, associa- 
tion, joint stock company,

legal entity, or their 
representative, 
assigns; and 

d. ‘“Cily’’ shall mean the 
City of Madison, Illinois.
